monopoly law. The Supreme Court 
reinstated 
several

charges against corporation offi­ 
cers which were dism issed by low­ 
er courts. 
Chief Justice E arl W arren wrote 
51 pages in the shoe case, analy­ 
zing for the first tim e 1950 am end­ 
ments to the Clayton Act designed 
to plug loopholes in the 1914 sta 
tute and bring it up to date.

The Republicans said “ a 
stable dollar is not likely to re­ 
sult if control of the Federal Re­ 
serve System rests in the White 
House.” 
Knows the Subject 
Eccles would be the Republi­ 
cans’ best witness on that. He 
was 
for many years a reserve 
aystem governor and for years. 
1936-48. he was chairman. 
Chairman Eccles tangled with 
President Truman because Eccles 
finally balked at converting the 
Federal 
Reserve 
System 
into 
what he called an engine of infla­ 
tion to help the Truman admin- 


sing the battle some years after­ 
wards, Eccles said: 


Forced Inflation 
"A large part of the post-war 
price inflation was a result of ihe 
Federal Reserve purchasing bil­ 
lions of dollars 
of 
government 
securities at fixed prices in order 
to prevent an increase in the in­ 
terest 
rates. 
The Treasury and 
the White House, over the strong 
protests of the Federal Reserve, 
rquired this action to be taken. 
This created an excess amount 
of bank reserves which brought 
about an 
inflationary 
expansion 
of commercial credit and of the 
money supply.” 
That was Eccles' position then 
and no doubt that is his position 
now. If so, he would be compelled 
to oppose 
any 
change in the 
term office of board chairman or 
any other change in the Federal 
Reserve System that would lend 
to lodge 
policy 
control 
in 
the 
White House. 
If the Republicans know what 
they are about, they will invite 
Eccles to appear before the con­ 
gressional banking and currency

The three Californians planned

; man I, was intercepted o u t s i d e 
i San Francisco’s Golden Gate. Its 
three-man crew is serving 50-day 
jail sentences for defying a court 
order to depart for the test area. 
The departure of Everyman II 
was delayed by a court order 
which forbade the Californians to 
sail from Honolulu. However, Fed­ 
eral Judge Martin Pence permit­ 
ted the vessel to sail Saturday 
as long as the crew stayed out­ 
side the test danger zone. 
The Everyman II departed from 
a harbor near Waikiki, with the

Dean Martin Sues Studio 


Over Scrapped Picture 


HOLLYWOOD (UPI)—Attorneys 
for Dean Martin said Monday 
the singer-actor filed a nearly $6 
million countersuit against 20th 
Century Fox Studios charging def­ 
amation, conspiracy and breach 
of contract. 
Martin’s attorney, Arthur Gro- 
man, said three suits were filed 
against the studio involving the 
collapse of th e movie, "Some­ 
thing’s Got to Give” which was 
to costar Marilyn Monroe and 
Martin. 
Miss Monroe was fired from the 
production and Lee Remick was 
named as her replacement, but 
Martin refused to work in the 
film without Marilyn. 
Groman said, "Dean is suing 
for defamation based on release 
of statement by the studio that 
he violated his contract and that 
Fox failed to disclose to the pub­ 
lic Dean’s right of approval for 
his leading lady. That suit is a 
million dollars each for damages 
and punitive action.” 
"The second suit totals $2 mil­ 
lion for conspiracy for putting the 
blame on the shutdown on Dean,” 
Groman explained. 
The attorney said a third suit 


filed by Martin's production com 
pany, Claude Productions, “is for 
$885,000 owed under the contract 
for the loss of p r o s p e c t i v e 
profits.” 
T h e studio sued Martin for 
$3,339,000 last week after it closed 
down the picture which had cost 
$2 million and was less than half 
completed. Fox charged Martin 
refused to continue the film with 
Miss Remick. 
A studio spokesman said. "Mar­ 
tin's suing us for more than 
we’re suing him. Maybe we ought 
to split the difference.”

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Moderate Change May Be tor Good 


The Electoral College, the method by 
which we elect our presidents, is again under 
scrutiny. The new study now before the 
Congress has nothing in common with the 
demands to abolish it entirely such as were 
heard when President Kennedy squeaked 
into the W hite House by such a tiny margin 
tw o years ago. 


The amendment to the Constitution now 
introduced would change the method of 
choosing the Electoral College. And when 
such conservative and cautious students of 
the 
Constitution 
as 
Senators 
Thurmond, 
M undt, McClellan and Goldwater propose 
a Constitutional amendment, one has to be 
certain that it is being done with serious 
consideration. 


In 1960 those who attacked the Elec­ 
toral College demanded that it be abolished 
entirely. The critics urged the election of 
the president by popular vote. 


The framers of the Constitution had 
this in mind when they established the Elec­ 
toral College. They carefully planned a m eth­ 
od which would protect smaller states from 
being overpowered by the large ones in 
presidential elections and to protect the na­ 
tion from being herded into unwise choices. 
In their words, the Electoral College was 
set up to “elect a president and vice-pres­ 
ident independent of popular passion.” 


The present proposal before the Con­ 
gress would not lessen these protections but 
would, in the belief of the sponsors, weaken 
the influence of pressure groups which can 
now be exerted to sway the balance of power. 


Under the present law a voter casts his 
ballot for an entire slate of electors and the 
slate that has a majority, if only by one vote, 
casts, its entire vote as a bloc. A minority 


'W e Miscalculated' 


W e don’t propose to argue that living 
in America today is life in the best of all 
possible worlds. We have plenty of prob­ 
lems. For example, we have for years, been 
confronted w ith the serious problem of rais­ 
ing more food-stuffs than our people can eat. 
Trying to solve tliis problem has cre­ 
ated headaches for Republican and Demo­ 
cratic administrations alike. It has given rise 
to economic waste, to dubious experiments 
in government controls, to charges of cor­ 
ruption within the Departm ent of Agricul­ 
ture whose unenviable task is to attem pt to 
cope with the problem. 
Currently, the present Secretary of Ag­ 
riculture is advocating rigid acreage and pro­ 
duction controls which would vastly increase 
the responsibility of the Federal government 
to determine how much of each basic crop 
should be produced each year. W e hope 
Congress doesn't grant him these additional

group can thus concentrate its efforts on a 
few large states such as New York, Pennsyl­ 
vania, California and Illinois and determine 
the national outcome. This can, and does, 
lead to political groups dedicating themselves 
to such pressure groups, offering socialistic, 
welfare or other schemes, to win their votes. 
A num ber of senators have united to 
sponsor a proposed Constitutional am end­ 
ment which would correct this situation. If 
approved, it would provide for choosing 
presidential electors in elector districts w ith­ 
in each state. 
S. J. Res. 12 provides that each voter 
cast his ballot for three electors, one from bis 
own district and two at large just as he now 
votes for the state’s representative in his dis­ 
trict and two senators. 
In California, for instance, now if one 
candidate wins a plurality in one more than 
half of the districts and the statewide vote, 
he receives the entire state state Electoral 
College vote as a bloc. According to the 
proposed amendment, he would receive on­ 
ly the Electoral College votes from the elec- 
torial districts he carried anrl the two-at-large 
if he won the statewide vote. The vote, would 
be split and more truly the voice of the 
people. 
It would be far more difficult for a 
pressure group to swing an election and it 
would not weaken the Electoral College, 
established as a buffer between states’ rights 
and federal control of elections. 
At the present speed of action the Con­ 
gress is exhibiting, it is unlikely that the 
proposal will be acted upon before adjourn­ 
ment. 
But the idea should not be allowed to 
die. It should come up for studious consid­ 
eration before the 1964 elections. 


powers. For no m atter how serious our farm 
problem is, we prefer it to Russia’s. 
In Russia, the government has been mak­ 
ing all the decisions for years. And recently 
poor old Nikita Khrushchev had to bare his 
soul before the party' faithful and declare- 
“We miscalculated.” 
As a result of government miscalcu­ 
lation, there isn’t enough food to go around. 
And to keep people from eating too much 
it was necessary for the Soviet government 
to push up the price of meat and butter by 
30 per cent. Just like that. 
Yes, w e have problems of our own. But 
we’d rather have problems of surplus than 
of scarcity. And let’s not change the nature 
of our problems by aping the methods of 
totalitarian governments that substitute the 
decisions of bureaucrats for the decisions of 
the m arketplace and then have to admit, 
periodically, that they miscalculated.

young. John Kennedy, 45, never 


attended, until quite recently, the 
well-known school of hard knocks. 


It will be educative for him if 


he continues these classes. 
He needs to see Adlai Steven­ 
son get his lumps and fade away. 
He needs to lose much legisla­ 
tion now pending on Capitol Hill. 
He needs to see Dem ocratic seats 
reduced in November, but most 
of all he needs to see Brother Ted 
clobbered in the M assachusetts 
Senate race. He needs to feel, as 
he does today, th at he will have 
to be a real good boy to live 
down the reputation of being a 
business-buster. 
If most of these things happen, 
something very astonishing could 
come about. Kennedy is a prag­ 
matist. If he fintis himself moving 
with a favorable tide of history, 
he will not try to check the tide. 
His administration m ay m ark the 
end of the New Deal revolution 
that began exactly 20 years be­ 
fore the New Frontier. There are 
many such indications. 


Tottering Joke 


For dspite much palaver to the 
opposite effect, the sixties today 
look more nationalist than inter­ 
nationalist. For 15 years after the 
end of World War II. roughly up 
to the sixties, the United Nations 
stood high. Today it is a tottering 
joke. 
Important 
adm inistration 
senators want to downgrade UN 
Ambassador 
Stevenson. 
There 
used to be talk and planning of 
a "Union — Now" with Britain, 


and an Atlantic community. But 
knee-deep in the sixties, the USA 
is close to being invited out of 
France and West Germany, while 
Britain is anything but a wel­ 
come applicant for Common M ar­ 
ket membership. 
Fragm entation is the order. N a­ 
tions are sm aller, more num er­ 
ous. more obstreperous than any­ 
body would have predicted when 
Trum an 
and Eisenhower were 
Presidents. 
And—did you know that the in­ 
fluence of organized Labor is de­ 
clining in the sixties? Those who 
understand these m atters say so, 
and the indices uphold this opin­ 
ion. 


Not the First Choice 


We forget that John Kennedy 
was not the first choice of the 
Demo-Laborites in 1960, and that 
Lyndon Johnson was anathem a 
to Labor. Kennedy modified the 
Steelworkers' 
demand, 
he 
told 
the United Auto W orkers they 
must be m oderate, he set "guide 
lines” for wage rates based on 
productivity, he holds out for a 
40-hour week while Labor lead­ 
ers talk of 35 hours. Every Labor 
leader is com m itted to be an “ in­ 
flationist" in demanding higher 
wages and m ore benefits for un­ 
ion m em bers, but “inflation" has 
become a public hate-word. Sooth­ 
sayers believe that Labor lead­ 
ers, within the next two years, 
will get a forced diet of public 
disapproval. 


All these are happy tidings, and 
I credit my introduction to them 
to an anti-intellectualist professor. 
Dean Courtney Brown, of Colum­ 
bia U niversity’s G raduate Busi­ 


ness School. Dean Brown recently 


gave an interview to the Nation’s 


Business magazine on the much- 


abused term called “ the public 


interest." He believes that politi­ 


cians w ere very poor judges of 


the public interest, and that busi­ 


nessmen were probably much bet­ 


ter judges. Dean Brown said: 


Survive and Prosper 


"E very institution in a free so­ 


ciety . . . will survive and pros­ 


per as long as it is perform ing a 


public service. When it ceases to 


perform a public service, it will 
not be long before the sanction 
is w ithdraw n.” 


This translates to m ean, in my 
lingo, that the UN, which has lost 
so much public favor, and organ­ 
ized Labor, which is approaching 
the saturation point of what it can 
do in public service, are on the 
way out. 


Corporations, on the other hand, 
are on a rising plane of public 
service. They are no longer run 
by an old-fashioned proprietor, 
but are owned by thousands of 
shareholders and are run by pro­ 
fessional m anagers for the bene­ 
fit of -this multiple ownership. 
Profits are the m eans to new in­ 
vestm ent and to an improving 
economy. 


Much of all this. I take it, is 
not generally known, and has just 
recently begun to seep into the 
Student 
Prince 
at 
the 
White 
House. To wish President Kenne­ 
dy some m ore hard knocks, then, 
is to wish him an increasing wis­ 
dom.

He won’t com m it himself to a 
clear, realistic understanding of 
him self — and this accounts for 
his special attitude toward pos­ 
sessions. 
Accum ulators 
a r e 
common 
am ong people; hence the scientif­ 
ic interest in Phillips' efforts to 
say what m akes them tick. He 
w as adding a new term to the 
scientific vocabulary, by the way. 
Theretofore science has not dis­ 
tinguished accumulators f r o m 
collectors. 
Accum ulators may confuse you 
by calling themselves collectors 
but 
they're
